„ Pope, there is an air, which is fo far Gem being 
adapted to the majeſty of an Ode, that it would make 
no conſiderable figure in a ballad. And laffly, they 
both conclude with a turn which has ſomething too 
epigrammatical init. Bating theſe trifles, they are in- 
comparably beautiful and great; neither is there to be 
found two more finiſhed pieces of Lyric Poetry in our 
language, L'allegro and II penſeroſo of Milton ex 
cepted, which are the fineſt in any. pan i is 
the more ſublime and magnificent ; but Pope's is the 
more elegant and correct; Dryden has the fire and 
ſpirit of Pindar, and Pope has the terſeneſs and pu- 
rity of Horace. Dryden's is certainly the more ele- 
vated performance of the two, but by no means ſo 
much ſo as people in general will have it.
